The Defense Has an in Faning—How the Judge 
Will Charge. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The defense 
had an inning today in the trial of 
Coxey, Browne and Jones for the May- 
| day demonstration. Attorney Hyman 
made the opening statement for the 
| defense. There was no denial or de 
fense for what the Cofmmonwealers had 
done, he began. The defense would 
| consist in the lawfutmess of their ac- 
' tion. Hé could remember but one sim- 
ilar occurrence in history, and there- 
upon he produced a Bible and began to 
read a scriptural passage. 

“The gentleman should confine him- 
self to a statement of facts,”’ iriterposed 
the District Attorney. 

“Does the deny that this is 
a fact,’ de Ged the young attorney, 
Potting. Bible aloft, dramatically. 

rmitted. to read a passage. 
thé Ord ‘Testament, reciting..that 
Lord’ commanded Mosés take 
‘off his hat because he trod on hoty 
ground, From his discursive state- 
“ment it was learned.that the defense 
would be based largely on, the brutal- 
ity of the. police in clubbing citizens. 
It would ‘be Shown that Coxey had not 
walked on the grass, and .that Browne 
had been driven through the shrub- 
_bery by the police. 

Frank Harper, a newspaper man 
from Alexandria, Va., test‘fied that. 
the police had’ driven citizens on the 
grass before the procession arrived, in 
order to clear a pathway. Coxey 
walked so quietly to the steps that he 
was not recognized until people pointed 
-him out. Thirteen police surrounded 
the “general” when he arrived. The 
witness was certain Coxey had not 
walked on the grass. On cross-exam- 
ination he said there were five or six 
thousand people waiting and beaten 
“Disorderly, were they not?” in uire; 
the District Attorney. 

“Oh, no; they had a right to cheer. 
They were American citizens.” 

The witness said the police come 
near running down a little girl in front 
of him. He had been ordered off the

We trust that every trades 
or labor organization in the country 
will contribute $1 each and that all 
organized labor will do its full work.

Since he served his time Rudolph has 
come under public notice in various 
ways. Chief of these was as the body- 
guard of Chris Buckley. When Buek- 
ley went to Canada he took his hench- 
man with him, and during the chief’s 
absence in Europe and the East Rn- 
dolph has been in charge of the ranch 
at Livermore. Since Buckley’s return’ 
he has been very often in the company 
of his distinguished chief.

presented the amendments to the tariff 
bill which have been considered and 
agreed to by the Democratic Senators 
known as the Compromise Committee. 
There are over 400 changes and it 
makes a new bill, or a measure greatly 
different from the Wilson bill and from 
the Senate bill in, any form in whicn 
it has been presented. The bills here- 
tofore presented by Senator Vest and 
reported from the Finance Committee 
are indorsed by the Compromise Com- 
mittee. 

There is a general increase in the Dill 
and in some schedules the increase is 
very marked. Senator Harris an- 
nounced that, notwithstanding the 
consideration of the Chinese treaty had 
not been finished, he would oppose 
more executive sessions or the passage 
of any bills during the morning hours 
until after the tariff bill was disposed 
of.

The new sugar schedule provides that

Seven Battleships and Six Big Cruisers to 


Add to Her Navy List. 
(New York Herald:) Under Great Brit: 
ain’s new naval programme seven battle- 


shipe in all are to be laid down within the © 


next financial year, and of these two are 
to be constructed and ergined by con- 


tract. Five battleships are-to—be—laid-— 


down in the dockyards—two at Ports- 
mouth, two at Chatham and. one at 
Pembroke. With three of these fairly 
satisfactory progress Gurtag the year is 
anticipated. * . 

These battleships are of ‘the Ma 
type, and are ten feet. igpeee r and 
greater displacement than 
the Royal Sovereign frmomy They are 
feet long, 75 feet beam, and have a load 
draft of 27 feet 6 inches with 900 tons of 
coal in the burtkers, when the displace- 
ment is 14,900 tons.

ized plates, and in addition there will be 
twelve 6-inch and twenty-fovr smaller 
quick-firing guns. The machinery is de- 
signed to develop, under natural draught,.

One of the most encouraging signs 
of the times is ‘the initerest which is 
displayed by ‘the mass of cittzens in 
the discussion of means for ‘the pur- 
Acaition of local politics that is now. g0- 
ing forward. This is more or less true 
in regard ‘to the whole country at pres- 
ent. It is certainly and emphatically 


ttrue of ‘this section. The articles which 


have ‘been published from time ‘to ‘time 
‘By us on the subject have ‘been closely 
followed by our readers and strongly 
commended. The absolute necessity for 


radical change in the present method | 


of choosing our public officials seems to 
be admitted by all except those few 
rsons who are interested in h 
winking the voters and fixing up things 
ito sutit themselves. 
“When the ,existence of an evil is gen- 
‘enally admitted, half ithe battle is won. 
Not. only is ‘thait evil generally ad- 
mitted, but an overwhelming majority 
of the voters agree as ‘to the cause 
of the evil, although most of them do 
mot see quite clearly how ‘that cause 
fs to be removed. It is agreed on all 
famds ‘that if we could get the great 
body of citizens ‘to attend the primaries 
and conitro] them, as they have a right 
ito do, it would entirely change ‘the 
complexion of affairs. That’ ‘the re- 
gpectable voters, as a rule, do not 
attend the primaries is a fact ‘that is 
60 well known as not to need men- 
tioning. And yet ft is at the primaries 
that the work is done which practically 
decides ithe character of tthe officials 
mvho are to hold office during the next 
two years. It is like opening ‘the gaite 
sof a ditch. Lower down 'thait ditch men 
with shovels may change its course, 


‘but they cannot change its chdracter 


or stop it from flowing after the gate 
has once been opened. Certainly, then, 
it is a dutty which every patriotic cit- 


fizen owes ‘to the community to attend | 
the primaries and use his influence tn 


the cause of good government. This 
‘we all know. The doctrine has been 
preached over and over again, for 
Many years, by reformers and by the 
press. Yet the best citizens do not at- 
_ tend the primaries in anything like 
full numbers—no more ‘than used 
to—rather less so than formerly. And 
why is this the case? Here we come 
to andither fact about which there are

MILLIONS IN SUGAR BEETS. 


While the hay and grain crop in this 
section will be a comparative failure, it 
is pleasing to Jearn that there is one 
crop which promises to do as well as in 
any pfevious year. This is the sugar- 
beet crop, of which, at Chino, over five 
thousand acres are reported to be in ex- 
cellent condition, the only exception be- 
ing a few hundred acres which were 
planted on the more elevated land. It 
is Said that the crop of this season 
will be from 25 to 30 per cent. greater 
than has ever been harvested before, 
and it is expected that, from the expe- 
rience which the growers have acquired 
since they first began to grow beets, the 
crop will average higher in sugar this 
year than it ever has done. 

_Only those who have fully investi- 
gated the subject can begin to appreci- 
ate the vast importance of this industry 
to Southern California. The single fac- 
tory at Chino has already built up a 
large and. thriving community upon 
what was, until a few years ago, an al- 


}most uninhabited expanse of pasture 


and grain land. The only thing that is 
needed to give us twenty such factories 
in Southern California, instead of one, 
is the consent of Congress. If Congress 


_will only give the producers of Ameri- 
‘can sugar a chance, there is no reason- 


able doubt that within four or five 
years we shall see from a dozen to 
twenty beet-sugar factories in opera- 
tion between the Tehachepi and the 
Mexican line. Already there are capi- 
talists ready to establish three or four 
more factories in Grange county just as 
soon as the question of duty or bounty 
is settled. 

The beet-sugar industry is just what 
we need to insure the rapid settlement 
of Southern California with a worthy 
and industrious class of péople. It ‘ts’ 
often urged against our leading indus- 
try—fruit-growing—that it needs con- 
siderable capital for people to go into 
it, because the horticulturist has to 
wait several years before he can expect 
any return from his orchard. At the 
same time, the cost of orchard land and 


-of trees ‘is quite considerable. Hence, 


the man who comes from the East with 
moderate means—with just sufficient to 
transport his family and household be- 


longings, and leave a little over for the 


purchase of a small tract of land, stock 
and implements, is forced to look 
around for some other means of earn- 
ing a living from the soil. 
where the culture of the sugar beet is 
of particular value. If a man purchases 


land in the neighborhood of a sugar | 


factory, he needs but a very few dollars 
to begin with. If he does not care, or 
is unable to buy land at the start, he. 
can lease it from the factory, which 


| will also supply him with the necessary 


seed. A further advantage is that, in 
the cultivation and harvesting of this 
crop, he can utilize all the members of 
his family, so that the larger a man’s 
family is the better it is for him. With 
ordinary success he should, after the 
first season, be able to make a payment 
on the tract of land, and within a few 
years become the independent owner of 
a comfortable and productive home, 

If further argument were needed to 
show the great importance of this in- 
dustry, we might point to the branch 
industries which grow up around beet- 
sugar factories, employing a large num- 
ber of men. For instance, there is the 
feeding of cattle on beet refuse. Dai- 
ries can also be established in the same 
manner. Fruit canneries and crystalliz- 
ing works find a convenient and natural 
location in. the neighborhood of a.beet- 
sugar factory. The same is true of 
pork-packing establishments. In fact, 
every such factory will become in time 


the center of a busy and prosperous 4 


community, drawing their income from 
the soil through an industry which has 
never yet been known to fail in this 
country. 

The Democrats in Congress have been 
hesitating a little about removing the 
Sugar bounty, but it is now reported 
that the bounty will certainly have to 
go. The removal of this bounty, with 
its consequent encouragement to a great 
and growing industry, will be remem- 
bered in after years as one of the worst 
of thie many bad things which the Dem- 
ocratic party has been guilty of. It re- 
mains to be seen whether such a change 


‘could legally go into effect at once, as is 
proposed. The bounty was granted for 


a fixed period, and it is held by some 
that this makes it in the nature of an 
agreement between Congress and the 
people, which agreement cannot be ab- 
rogated at will by one party of the con- 
tract. In any case it is difficult to see 
how these factories, which have been 
established under the promise of the 
bounty, can be deprived of that sub- 
sidy until the term of the bounty shall 
have expired. This would certainly be 
a direct injury to those who have in- 
vested their money in such an enter- 
prise, and would be a breach of faith 
on the part of the government,

The Georgian Apostle Explains

His Arguments Illustrated by Some 
\ Elaborate Charts. 


A Correspondent Shows That the System, 
Plainly Stated, Means Confiscation > 
Robbery—Two Sides 
of the Question. 


A fairly large audience was in at- 
tendance at the lecture on ‘Progress 
and Poverty,” given by: Louis F. Post, 
the single-tax lecturer, at Unity 


Church last evening. 


There was a song by James G. Clark, 
after which Ralph B. Hoyt, the presi- 
dent of the local organization of single- 
taxers, made some brief introductory 
remarks, and introduced Mr. Post. 

In beginning, the speaker cited a case 
where he not long visited a paper-mill 
in the State of New York. He saw only 
four or five men about the large ma- 
chine turning out the big rolls of pa- 
per. He found that within a period of: 
seven years by means of labor-saving 
machinery the amount of paper which 
the same number of men could produce 
had multiplied five times. Notwith- 
Standing the great increase in the 
amount those men could produce their 
wages had remained the same, and 
their chances of continued employment 
had becom® more precarious. 

The introduction of machinery which 
has so.greatly increased production, 
he said, has- had the effect of render- 
ing the chances for employment more 

oiling on to define poverty Mr. Post 
described it as that condition of things 
whereby a mian cannot procure suf- 
ficient to eat, to drink, to wear, or to 
enjoy -the comforts of life. 

The speaker proceeded to illustrate 
his remarks by means of charts, Cit- 
ing a loaf of bread as an instance, he 
pointed out that it is composed virtu- 
ally of flour, yeast, salt, water, fire, an 
oven, lot of land and a baker.

THE SINGLE TAX SYSTEM, 


Plainly Stated; It-is Practically Confiscatio 
and Robbery. 
} LOS ANGELES, May 7.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) The object of 
the single tax, as stated by Henry 
George, is ‘‘to make land common prop- 
erty.” To effect this purpose he very 
correctly states that “it is not neces- 
sary to confiscate the land, we can 
confiscate rent.” ‘Therefore, the adop- 
tion of the single tax would be in effect 
the confiscation of land from the pres- 
ent owners without, compensation. Sin- 
gle-taxers justify this scheme of con- 
fiscation and robbery on the ground 
that the land-owners did not create the 
land, can show no just title to it, and 
have no authority, morally, to rob labor 
by exacting rent for its use. Let us 
admit all their contention in the prem- 
ises. It yet remains to be shown why 
present owners should be robbed of 
that property they acquired - legally. 

Let us admit the dictum of Herbert 
Spencer that “Equity not permit 
private property in land.”” Yet it must 
be remembered: that nt owners 
are not the only beneficiaries of ‘that 
‘unearned increment,” which it is the 
object of the single tax to confiscate, 
Millions of former owners now dead 
have shared in this inerement. Mil- 
lions of others have made fortunes out 
of increase in land values, and ‘have 
invested their profits in other ways of 
acquiring wealth, such as eames | 
money at interest, investing in Unite 
States bonds, manufacturing industries, 
etc., all of which would go untaxed un- 
der a single-tax regime. 

Take a concrete illustration: The 
‘land ocupied by tthe Bryson-Bone- 
brake building, corner of Spring an 
Second streets, was purchased by the 
owners from the municipality for $120,-

DECISION AGAINST POOLING.

States Court for the Eastern District 
of Missouri in the case of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
against the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific. These were the roads that 
with five others signed a pooling agree- 
ment in 1893, the division to be in the 
traffic itself. In the course of business 
the Wabash carried more than its share 
and the Milwaukee capried less. It was 
decided by. the pool commissioner that 
the Wabash should pay the Milwaukee 
$18,504 and the suit was instituted for 
that amount.

He held many offices of trust in the 
State. He was the first Assessor of Los 
Angeles county, was Mayor of the city, 
and State Treasurer for four years.

POMONA, May 6.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) It will no doubt prove interesting

The announcement inthe 
Associated Press dispatches Sunday morn- 
ing that President Cleveland had named 
John C, Steele for postmaster of Santa 
Monica. put an end to an uncertainty 
that has kept local politicians in a fer- 
ment for many months.
